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DORMITORY  NAMED  FOR  WIFE  OF  CHIEF  JUSTICE 


On  February  11,  1 96 1 ,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  University  approved  the 
recommendation  that  the  name  of  Mary 
Ambler  Marshall  be  given  to  the  dormi- 
tory which  was  opened  the  preceding 
September. 

The  following  brief  biographical  sketch 
has  been  written  by  Professor  Carrol  H. 
Quenzel.  Fully  documented  copies  (cita- 
tions) are  available  in  the  Library,  the 
Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students,  and 
Marshall  Hall. 

MARY  WILLIS  AMBLER  MARSHALL 

the  wife  of 
Chief  Justice  John  Marshall 

March  18,  1766-December  25,  1831 

Mrs.  Marshall  was  the  descendant  of  dis- 
tinguished forbears.  Her  mother  was  Rebecca 
Burwell,  the  daughter  of  the  Honorable  Lewis 
Burwell,  Governor  of  Virginia,  1 750-1 751. 
This  maternal  grandfather  was  also  an 
erudite    Cambridge    University    graduate,    a 


Burgess  from  Gloucester  County  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  Virginia.  During  his 
term  as  Governor,  a  New  York  company  of 
actors  was  permitted  to  erect  a  theatre  in 
Williamsburg.  His  wife  was  Mary,  a  daughter 
of  Colonel  Francis  Willis. 

Mary  Marshall's  father  was  Jacquelin 
Ambler,  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
and  one  of  the  most  charming  and  popular 
men  in  the  Commonwealth.  Rebecca  Burwell 
chose  him  as  her  husband  instead  of  Thomas 
Jefferson.  Her  paternal  grandfather  was 
Richard  Ambler  who  came  from  York, 
England,  in  1 7 1 6  and  settled  at  Yorktown. 
Richard  had  extensive  landholdings  at  James- 
town and  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Edward  Jacquelin,  a  resident  of  Virginia's 
first  capital. 

Mary  was  fourteen  when  she  met  Captain 
Marshall  of  the  Continental  Army  and  it 
was  love  at  first  sight  for  both  of  them.  She 
discerned  the  great  ability  and  many  virtues 
beneath  his  ill-fitting  clothes,  awkward  man- 
ners and  rustic  appearance.  Women  who 
prefer  ardent  wooers  might  envy  Mary,  as 
her  John  has  been  described  as  a  veritable 
"hurricane"   of   a   lover.     She   was   seventeen

when  she  was  married  to  the  future  jurist 
who  was  slightly  more  than  ten  years  her 
senior.  The  wedding  took  place  at  the  home 
cf  her  wealthy  cousin,  John  Ambler.  Al- 
though Marshall's  marriage  into  the  Ambler 
family  was  inspired  by  love,  it  helped  him 
professionally  and  socially. 

There  were  no  brick  or  stone  buildings 
in  Richmond  when  Mary  and  John  started 
housekeeping,  so  it  is  not  strange  that  their 
first  home  was  a  tiny  one-story  wooden 
structure  with  only  two  rooms.  Ten  children 
were  born  to  this  union,  of  whom  five  boys 
and  one  girl  survived  to  adulthood.  If  they 
were  living  today,  four  of  Mary's  sons  might 
be  considered  for  position  in  the  Kennedy 
Administration,  as  they  attended  Harvard. 
Thomas,  the  eldest  son,  was  a  Princeton  man. 

Mary  was  a  staunch  Episcopalian  and  an 
extremely  religious  person.  It  was  well  that 
she  was  fortified  by  a  strong  faith,  since  she 
was  an  invalid  during  much  of  the  forty-eight 
years  of  her  married  life.  In  18 10  her  sister 
wrote  that  Marshall's  cheerfulness  and  his 
tenderness  to  his  beloved  Mary  undoubtedly 
were  prolonging  her  life.  Since  this  apprecia- 
tion is  by  a  sister-in-law,  it  is  indeed  a  tribute. 


TWENTY-ONE

Dr.  Hsiao-shu  Hsiung  of  Formosa 
comes  from  Iowa  U.  to  be  new  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry.  Mrs.  Fritz  van 
Beek.  a  new  Spanish  instructor,  was  born 
in  Honduras,  Central  America. 

After  a  five-week  tour  of  Russia  a  new 
assistant  professor  of  Russian  and  Ger- 
man, Joseph  Bozicevic,  born  in  Yugo- 
slavia, comes  to  replace  Dr.  Vladimir 
Brenner,  who  retired  in  June. 

MWC  alumna  Alary  Lou  Morris, 
'58,  is  a  new  French  instructor,  coming 
from  Kansas  U.  Lawrence  A.  Wishner, 
brother  of  assistant  professor  of  English 
Norman  Wishner,  comes  from  Maryland

The  first  draft  of  the  proposed  changes 
n  the  bylaws  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
iori  was  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  its  fall  meeting  held  in 
jpotswood  on  November  3. 

The  Board  also  set  June  2  as  the  date 
or  1962  Homecoming;  approved  plans 
or  an  Alumnae  College;  decided  to 
ponsor  an  MWC  Alumnae  Tour; 
ecommended  interior  decorating  of  the 
ipstairs  rooms  at  Spotswood;  and  au- 
horized  the  executive  secretary  to  attend 
he  AAC  District  Conference. 

The  new  bylaws  would  abolish  na- 
ional  dues;  change  membership  rules; 
■stablish  a  governing  body  made  up  of 
epresentatives  of  classes,  geographical 
ireas,  the  College,  the  Senior  Class,  and 
nembers-at-large;  create  an  Alumnae 
Council  to  coordinate  the  activities  of 
he  chapters  and  work  on  policies  and 
problems  of  the  association;  change  the 
nethod  of  electing  national  officers; 
establish  an  Alumnae  Fund  by  setting  up 
1  system  of  "annual  giving";  and  would 
permit  mailing  of  the  publication  to  all 
ilumnae  with  known  addresses. 

A  number  of  valuable  suggestions 
nade  by  the  Board  members  will  be  in- 
:orporated  in  the  revised  draft,  which 
he  committee,  headed  by  Alice  Brown- 
ng,  will  prepare  for  mailing  to  everyone 
>n  the  mailing  list.  Members  will  vote 
>n  these  proposed  changes  at  the  annual 
neeting  in  June. 


Homecoming  1962  is  again  scheduled 
for  commencement  weekend,  June  1,2, 
and  3.  Marian  Minor,  vice-president, 
announced  that  the  Alumnae  College 
this  year  will  be  arranged  with  the  De- 
partments of  Education  and  Modern 
Languages.  Details  of  the  plans  will  be 
announced  later. 

The  Mary  Washington  Alumnae  Tour, 
which  is  advertised  in  this  issue  of  the 
"News,"  is  a  new  venture.  Holiday 
Tours,  Inc.,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  offer  a 
seven-country,  twenty-day  tour  of  Europe 
for  $995.00  to  groups  of  alumni  from 
colleges  in  the  South. 

Tours  of  this  nature  provide  reduced 
rates  and  traveling  companions  of  simi- 
lar interests  and  tastes.  No  minimum 
number  is  required  as  several  colleges 
join  forces  if  there  are  only  a  few  from 
one  school.  All  arrangements  are  made 
directly  with  the  travel  bureau.  Every 
fifteenth  tour  is  free  and  for  each  per- 
son taking  the  trip  $25  is  paid  to  the 
Alumnae  Fund.  We  hope  this  offer  will 
benefit  travel-minded  alumnae  and  at 
the  same  time  add  to  our  proposed 
Alumnae  Fund. 

A  committee  of  local  alumnae,  yet  to 
be  appointed,  has  been  authorized  to 
decorate  the  upstairs  rooms  in  the  alum- 
nae house.
